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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed January 18, 2007. Claims 1-15 
and 17-21 are pending in the application. The Examiner wishes to apologize for the 
typographical errors in the grouping of the claims in the previous Restriction Requirement dated 
December 18, 2006. The following is the correct grouping of the claims: 

A. Claims 1-8 are drawn to a method for receiving a program by a user location 
that is sent from a content provider, classified in class 709, subclass 231. 

B. Claims 9-15 and 19-21 are drawn to a method for receiving a program by a 
user location that is sent from a content provider, classified in class 709, subclass 231.
